THE  BRITISH  APPLE  IvlARKST 


Prices  paid  for  American  apples  on  the  Liverpool  auction  on 
Wednesday,  ?/.arch  27,  sho-.v  a  continued  decline  for  barreled  stock  but 
the  boxed  apple  situation  remains  unchanged,  according  to  a  cable  re- 
ceived in  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Eureau  of  Agricultural  Economics 
from  Mr.  Edwin  Smith,  the  Bureau^ g  Frait  Specialist  in  Europe.  Sup- 
plies of  barreled  apples  in  general  were  light  but  boxed  auples  were 
only  in  moderate  supply. 

There  was  a  moderate  demand  for  the  light  supr>lies  of  Virginia 
wmesaps  offered  during  the  auction.     The  fruit  "/as' only  in  fair  con- 
dition^and  brought  from  $6.20  to  $6.81  ver  barrel  for  U.  S,  No.  1,  2i 
incn  stock.     Virginia  Albemarle  Pippins' n'ere  in  liberal  suuply  but  the 
demand  v/as  slo^v.     Good  condition  U.  S.  No.  1,  2%  inch  stock  ranged  from 
J^6.69  to  4>£.27  as  compared  with  $7.30  to  $8.52  last  wek.     The  demand 
for  the  moderate  supplies  of  New  York  Baldwins  available  was  likewise 
slow.     The  light  offerings  of  New  York  Greenings,  however,  met  with  a 
good  demand  although  at  slightly  lower  prices  than  those  prevailing 
last  week.     The  London  price  range  on  barreled  apples  was  from  25  cents 
to  50  cents  below  the  Liverpool  level.     Suioulies  in  London  are  light, 
states  Mr.  Smith. 

Boxed  apples  in  Liverpool  showed  little  change  from  the  prices 
paid  last  week.    Hood  River  and  ''ledford  Yellow  Newtowns  were  in  moder- 
ate supply  but  met  with  a  slow  demand.     Extra  fancy  Hood  River  stock 
ranged  from  $2.92  to  $2.98  for  sizes  150/l75.     The  same  size  and  grade 
fruit  from  the  Medford  district  ranged  from  $2.92  to  $3.15.     There  was 
a  good  demand  for  the  light  supplies  of  .Washington  /^inesaps  available. 
Arkansas  Blacks  from  Oregon,  however,  met  with  a  slow  demand  due  mainly 
to  the  unsatisfactory  condition  of  the  fruit.
